THE ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION 
OF LI RUNG-CHANG. 
near eee 
Ar g.1§ last night we received a apecial 
wire stating that while Li Hune-cHana 
was returning from the peace conference 
now being held at Shimonotgkl- on the 
afternoon of: the 23rd instant, he was 
deliberately shot at by a young Japanese, 
named Kovans, who was Immediately 
arrested, Viceroy Lr was severely wound- 


‘| ed in the face. This news we issued as an 


“Extra” this morning. This rash act will 
no doubt turn out to be for China’s good, 
and be the mieans of bringing hostilltles 
between the two countries to a speedy 
termination. The man Kovama is no 
doubt a crank seeking notoriety, who 
will be dealt. with most severely at the 
hands of hls own Government; but China 
will require satisfaction for the insult on the 
nation and forthe grave assault on her 
aged statesman, whom Japan, to say the 
least, ought to have been able to protect. 
during the stay of the peace mission in 
that country and while employed In such 
an important office. Japan cannot shut her 
eyes to thls fact, and will therefore 
have to be less exacting in her demands 
upon China, The /affair is most un- 
fortunate for Japan at this most critical 
moment. for although we felt certain that 
{1 Husa-cranc's mission would end In 
failure, we now feel inclined to believe that 
this unforeseen attempt to take his life may 


end in peace being soon declared between 


the two countries. Should Lr recover from 
his wound and return to China, It will 
also help his cause. For most assuredly, 
had he falled in his mission, there would 
have been an outery made against 
him by his many enemies, But this affair 
will cause a‘cry of general sympathy 
in his favour and he. will be looked upon 
as a great hero, 

We. regret that the affair should have 
happened and await impatiently for fur- 
ther details and developments, which, if 
they do not come to hand before we go to 
press, we hope to receive very shortly. 

Since the above was set up. in type 
we received another telegram inform- 
ing us that the would-be Japanese assassin 
and crank, Koyama, fired his revolver when 


only a short distance from poor old Li, 


The bullet struck Li’s check and ontorod 
just helow the eye. The physicians have 
made several unsuccessful attempts to 
remove the bullet; the aged statesman's - 
recovery is considered doubtful and his 
condition’ is very critical. It is very 
certain now that Li Huno-ciano will not be 
able to carry on the’ peace negotiations, 
and some time will elapse before another 
official can be appointed to fill his place. 
In fact, considering what has already hap- 
pened, it 1s extremely doubtful if China will 
care {o. send another statesman to Japan, 
and we think it not at all improbable 
that peace negotiations will-have to be held 
elsewhere than in the “Land of the Rising 
Sun,”

In 
the prison of Van there are naw 300 Armenian 
political prisoners. By the order ofthe Governor,’ 
Babri Pasha, the Turkish geolers frequently 
submit them to torture to wring confessions 
from them, They ate deprived of bedding, and 
ofthe prenter portion of their clothing, They 
-ate left without water or food for long perlode, 
aud exported to the Inclemency of the weather, 
Heavy chalas sre attacked tothelr necks, hands, 
and feat, and passed from prison to prisoner. 
The necks and things of two prisoners, named 
Tchitdjlan and Sossoyan, have: been burned 
whh red-hot frone, Twenty prisoners have up 
to the present succumbed to these tortores, 
There were sixty prisoners from the district of 
Nariman in the central prisoner of Erzeroum.

The Paris correspondent of the Palf Mali 
Garsetis hrs been privately permitted to ascertain 
the matn facts of the Dreyfas case, fn order that 
the Impression that that officer is a mere Inno- 
cent scape-goat should be removed, He saya :— 
It seems that Dreyfas has never. been 
persona grata with hla superiors, and that he 
never had ony friends amongst his comrades ; In 
fact, the only friendly /fafsom he had formed was 
with m young actor, son of a cetebrated 
ex-soclétalre of the Comédie Francalss (M, Jean 
Coquelin). Nobody could say or prove anythin 
agalost bm, but. there was an atmosphere 

mistrust hovering -around the man, and bis 
whole manner and demeanour’ were considered 
as un-French. Thrice he has been signalled 
by his chiefs to the Miolsiry of War 
as “unreliable,” and ‘once thé general In 
command (General de Verdun) during the 
great mancouvres sent a direct request to the 
Minister that Captain Dreyfus should be recalled, 
she would not bave bim on his staff.
